That Lear Corporation is the owner of U.S. Patent No. 6,945,581, entitled 
"INTEGRAL LIGHTING FOR CONSOLES", filed December 8, 2003 ('581 patent), as 
supported by the Exhibit that includes a copy of a U.S. Patent and Trademark Office record of an 
assignment to Lear Corporation recorded at Reel 016744, Frame 0254; 

That the sole inventor, Bogdan Radu, of the invention described and claimed in 
U.S. Patent Application No. 10/71 1,385, entitled "FLIP PACK SWITCH ASSEMBLY WITH 



ELECTROLUMINESCENT LAMP AND INJECTION MOLDING METHOD OF MAKING 
SAME", and filed September 15, 2004 ('385 application), had an obligation to assign the 
invention described and claimed in the '385 application to Lear Corporation, as supported by the 
attached Exhibit that includes a copy of an "Employee Confidential Information and Intellectual 
Property Agreement" executed by Mr. Radu on October 17, 2001; 

That the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in the '385 
application, Bogdan Radu, failed to execute a specific assignment of this application because 
Mr. Radu was an uncooperative, non-signing inventor for which a petition under 37 C.F.R. 
1.47(b) was granted, and Mr. Radu refused to execute a specific assignment of this application 
when presented for execution; 

That the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in the '385 
application, Bogdan Radu, was an employee of Lear Corporation from approximately October 
2001 through July 7, 2004, during which time Mr. Radu invented the invention described and 
claimed in the '385 application; 

That, for at least these reasons, Lear Corporation is the owner of the '385 

application; 

That, consequently, the '385 application and the '581 patent were, at the time the 
invention of the '385 application was made, commonly owned by Lear Corporation; 

Therefore, in summary, the Declaration and attached Exhibit factually support 
that the '385 application and the '581 patent were, at the time the invention of the '385 
application was made, commonly owned by Lear Corporation because an obligation existed for 
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Bogdan Radu, the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in the '385 application, to 

assign the invention described and claimed in the '385 application to Lear Corporation.
